guished by superior acting, it told 
this story: 


A gang of boys wreck a church 


recreation room. The minister, a 
calm, strong man, loses an eye 
when the boys gang up on him as 
he tries to restore order. The po- 
lice regard the boys as "wild ani- 
mals" who cannot be tamed; 
tfl 


fail to prosecute them, thu polic* 
maintain, is to turn theit' vicious- 
ness loose on society. But the min- 
ister opposes prosecution. At this 
icquest the boys are released in 
probation in his custody. The fail- 
ures and the success are delin- 
eated in down-to-earth fashion. 


A viewer is left with the con- 


viction that the answer to delin- 
quency is no simple matter. One 
sees the power of the gang 
over 


its members. But the strong isw 
fiuence of people who care 
is 


shown in a most convincing man- 
ner. 


It's not a subtle story. But it 


gives a feeling of reality—in sharp 
contrast to many TV 'religious'1 
dramas which leave one with 
a 


reaction of unreality and sentimen- 
tality. In 
on formal sense is it 


preaching. But it is the best kind 
of preaching in the sense that what 
one is and does speaks mors clea^ 
ly than, any words. Through t h e
